And $10.000 000' Damage By 
Fire In New York H^bor. 



Four (Jlp SteaniAhips and Their 
Piers j^troyed— Dynamite 
Us^toChecit the Blaze. 



New •\'orU, June^ 30.~Tbe 
greateat calamity in the history of 
this harbor occurred tonight, 
volving a loss of over ten millions 
and several hundred lives lost, 
while the hospitals are full of in- 
jured. 

r\)ur(;r..it [iiers of the North 
German Lloyd line in Hoboken 
burned lhi> - veninfr, alsothe steam- 
ships Sia!e, Main. Bremen and 
Phoenicia. AN-, Campbell's stor- 
age warehouse, on the oppositeslde 
of the street, live buildings, each 
five stories hi;rh, and other struc- 
tures. 

The fire started in some cotton 
bales on a pier and swept every- 
thing for a third of a mile. The 
steamship Kaiser Wilhelm Der 
Grosse w^m badly burned. The 
fire depnrttik-nt and live boats were 
helple-s. 

The urcte-tloss of life was 6n 
the Mail), uhich anived to-day 
Many pa -s-.-ni^ers and all the crew 
were still aboard. Xearlv all were 
lost. 

The hotels as ueP as the hos- 
pitals in Hoboken are filled with 
the injured. 

The water is strewn with bodies 
for j^reat distances. Thirty per- 
sons under one pier went down to 
gether. 

The fireman could not approach 
the mountain of fire. The flames 
seemed miles in length. All assist- 
ance from both sides of the river 
was helpless before the seething 
flrmes. Scenes of the people at the 
portholes of the burning vessels 
were the most distressing ever 
known. 

It is impossible to estimate the 
nunilier burned and drowned.

We could see the Nig- 
gers in a trench 200 yards long and 
some were in an old fort situated on 
a sleep hill, not over 5') yard* from 
the bea Ji. We made fur the beach 
nybl where the iort is, and when 
we j;..t within 100 y ards ol the beach 
the Xi)^.u;er.s fired a volley at us and 
e water did sjikish around 
its, l)iil thev diiln't touch a 
'Ihey can't shoot. Well 
hey lii eil \ou ought to have 
seen the Helena. It was a sight I 
will never ft)rget. She was coveretl 
h siiioke from her guns, she shut 
apnel and everything a cannon 
could shoot and that old fort looked 
like a country road and a cyclone. 
Dirt, rocks, etc. filled the air; about 
this time we were jumping out of 
the small boats in water waist deep, 
and formed a skirmish line and 
made for the fort.

Late Turkeys.

Then they will need 
feeding and will cost rather 
Kss to raise at least during the 
early stages of growth. Of 
course it will cost more to winter 
them but it is aa exceptioaal case 
when after the holiday rush is 
over, turkeys are not advanced 
n price considerably, and they 
ire fully as profitable on this ac- 
count as the early hatched, and 
as turkey eggs are not usually 
sold in market it will be found a 
good plan to allow every turkey 
hen alter she has laid a sufficient 
number of eggs, to set and hatch 
them out, taking care to give 
kind treatment as will maintain a 
steady growth and have ready 
for market in goud season in the 
middle or latter part of winter.

Preserving Eggs 

According- to the e-xperiniei-.t 
iiKule by the North Dakota sta- 
tion water glass more closely 
lormsonc to the rc(iiiirenients of 
a good prcHcrvatix e than any of 
the substances commonly useil. 

It was found in these experi- 
ments that a 10 per cent, solu- 
tion of water g-lass preserves 
eggs so eliectually that "at the 
end of three and one-half months 
eggs th.it were preserved the 
first part of Augusts till appeared 
to be perfectly fresh. In most 
packed eggs, after a little ti 
the yolk settles to one side, and 
tho egg is then inferior in qua!, 
ity. In eggs preserved for three 
and one-half months in water 
g^lass the yolk retained its nor- 
mal position ill the egg, and in 
taste they were not to be disttn- 
guished fioiii fresh, unpacked 
j store eggs, .\g.iin, most pack'cd 
I eggs will not heal iij) well, for 
jcake making or for frosting, 
j while eggs from solution in water 
I glass seemed <iuite e«|Ual to the 
! average fresh eggs ol the mar- 
Ike-t." 

I Of twenty methods of preserv- 
ing egg's in Germany, the three 

{which proved moat effective were 
coating the eggs with vaseline, 
preserving them in lime-water 

I and preserving them in water 

I glass. The conclusion was 
reached that the labt is prefera- 



ble, because viHIllmag the eggs 

with vaseline takes considerable 
time and treating them witb 
lime water is likely to give the 
eggs a di-iagrecable odor and 
taste. 

There is, however, one draw- 
back with i gg-^ preserved in a 
solulit)n of water glass, via: that 
the shell easily bursts in boiling 
water. This ii).,y be avoided 
by cautiously piercing the shell 
with a strong needle." 

The following directions for 
preserving by this method arc 
given: 

"Use pure water that has been 
thoroughly boiled and then 
cooled. 'J'o each ten quarts of 
water add one quart of water 
glass. Pack the eggs in a jar 
and pour solution over them, 
covering well. 

"Keep the eggs in a cool, dark 
place. A dry, cool cellar is a 
good place. 

"If the eggs are kept in too 
warm a place the solicate is de- 
posited and the eggs are not 
properly pioit.oled. I).) not 
wash the eg^s before packing, 
for by so doing yuii injure their 
keeping quality, probably by dis- 
solving the mucilaginous coating 
of the shell. 

•'For packing, use only per- 
fectly fresh eggs, for stale eggs 
will not be saved, and may prove 
tiarmful to the others. 

"Water glass is a very cheap 
prwiuct, that can usually be pro- 
duced at not to exceed 50 cents 
per gallon, and one gallon would 
make enough solution to preserve 
fifty dozen eggs, so that the ost 
of material for this method would 
only be about 1 cent per dozen. 
Water glass is sodium and po- 
tassium solicate, sodium solicate 
being usually the cheaper. If 
wooden kegs or barrels are to be 
used in which to pack the eggs 
they should first be thoroughly 
scalded with boiling water, to 
sweeten and purify them." 

The recipe given below is very 
good for • preserving eggs, al- 
though it takes considerable work 
to prepare it. Into twenty-four 
gallonsof boiling water put twelve 
pounds of unslaked lime, and four 
pounds of barrel salt. Stir fre- 
quently for one day. The next 
day dip off the clear liquid and 
put it into stone jars. Dissolve 
th<; following ingredients in one 
gallon of boiling water and add 
to the above liquid. Five ounces 
common baking sod.t, fn e ounces 
cream of tartar, live ounces salt- 
peter, five onces boraN and one 
ounce alum. Droji Ih^ eggs into 
this brine, every .lay, .is g.ilher- 
cd. Kggs grea.-ei' with fresh 
lard and put down in salt keep 
well. Use cracker bo.xes, or 
others of about that size, as these 
are light enough to be easily 
handled. Turn the box half, over 
two or three times a week. Were 
la village housewife I am very 
sure that a goodly supply of 
eggs, for culinary purposes at 
least, would be pr<'servcd when 
they are but six, eight or ten 
cents per dozen. I should not 
buy them at the grocery, but 
would engage my supply of some 
reliable farmer's wife, who 
would guarantee me strictly 
fresh eggs. Many arc glad of 
the o|)portunity to furnish them 
for the money in hand, rather 
than be always obliged to take 
hange at the store.
